Adams county is exempted from send- • 


ing any men on the next draft call, May > 
25th. Figures showing the quotas from 
the districts in the state were issued late 
Friday afternoon, aad it was found that 
22 of the districts were not included. Ad- 
ams county was one of these. Inquiry re- 
vealed the fact that the reason for the 
omission was that these 22 had had so 
many young men volunteer for the service 
since June first last that the credits reliev- 
ed the counties from sending men on the 
new call. The nation-wide call is for 233,- 
COO men, the state call for 20,000 men to 
be distributed among four camps. It is 
not thought likely that there will now be 
another large draft until the latter part of 
Jun£, so that it is entirely possible that 
the 21-year-olds will have been registered 
before that time. It is the plan to put 
these new registrants on the bottom of 
the list, however, so that they will not 
likely have to go for some little time.

Secretary of War Piaker and Lord 
Readimi, Britt.sh ambassador, denied 
knowledge of the reported change in 
plans of the alHt's for briiradinir Amer­ 
ican troops with the French and Eng­ 
lish. 
An Ottawa despatch, purportinji to 
quote the war commit let» of the Brit­ 
ish cabinet, saltl It had been decided 
not to use the American army “until 
It becomes a complete and powerful 
force.” 
'riie secretary dictated this state­ 
ment : 
“The statement made purporting to 
come from Ottawa seems to say Amer­ 
ican forces in France will not be used 
actively for the present, but will be 
<*onserve<l until they constitute a larg­ 
er and independent American army. 
“The facts are exactly otheryise. 
American troops in France are being 
u.sed viively in battle 
and 
in 
the 
tn»nches and widlc all of the plans of 
the war ilepartment look to the de- 
viiopment of the American army as 
such, and to the creation of a dis­ 
tinctly American army, yet the vari­ 
ous elements of it now in France are 
being used freely in the general cause 
and In such ways as are deemed most 
<»IT(»ctIve in accordance with (jenonil 
Per.shing’s action fn placing all our 
forces at the disjiosal of the British 
and French conimaii<lers and of the 
suprenu» t‘ommander.’’ 
Mr. Baker said he had no informa­ 
tion as to the source of the Ottawa 
despatches. 
Lord Reading said he “was in the 
dark,” as to the meaning of the state­ 
ment from Ottawa. This explained the 
apparent change In policy by saying 
the entente was confident 
it 
could 
withstand the German olTensive with­ 
out Incorporating 
small 
American 
units as part of the allied command. 
The ambassador’s statement added 
to the puzzle in which American ofil- 
cers found themsehes on reading the 
announcement from Ottawa. Confiden­ 
tial information reaching here rei^ent- 
ly indicated that sucli ai plan as out^ 
lined from Ottaw^a w’as umler discus^ 
Si(Ul. 
The amba.ssador authorized the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“The statement attributed to the 
British w*ar cliamber to the elTect that 
the allies are confident that having 
been given the choice of a small im- 
iiHMliate American army for defense 
or walling till they are ninforced by 
a complete, powerful, self-supporting 
American army, they have chosen tho 
latter is diamelricaily opposed to till 
information received by me from the 
Britlsli war cabinet and to all the re­ 
quests which I have been asked by 
th(»m to make to the United States ad­ 
ministration, 
“I am quite In the dark as to the 
origin of the statement. 
At present 
all I can say Is that I am convinced 
that the document has not been Lssu- 
ed with the knowledge of the prime 
minister or the British w'ar cabinet.*’

Berne, Switzerland. It Is estimated 
that at least 90 per cent of the food 
packages reach the men. 


Parents, wives and relatives of our 


soldiers and sailors will find in this 
particular Red Cross service the great- 
est satisfaction because they have 
dreaded German prison life for their 
loved ones perhaps more than death 
Itself. 


The American prisoners will be per- 


mitted to write two letters and four 
post cards each month, and also to 
acknowledge the receipt of food pack- 
ages.

Being Cared For. 


Food Sent Regularly Through Inter 
national 
Red 
Croee 
in 
Switzerland. 


Washington.—Food Is now being 
sent regularly to American prisoner» 
In Germany by the American Red 
Cross^ through an arrangement with 
the "International 
Red 
Cros« 
in 
Switzerland. 
The American Red Cross office nt 
Paris recently received a complete list 
of the 150 Americans then prisoners in 
Germany. 
The German government 
permits the Red Cross to send each 
man 20 pounds of food a week. In 
two packages of ten pounds each. 
This Red Cross service Is being en­ 
larged and n warehouse to hold food 
enough for 10,000 American prisoners 
already is under construction near 
Berne, Switzerland. 
It is estimated 
that at least 90 per cent of the food 
packages reach the men. 
Parents, wives and relatives of our 
soldiers and sailors will find In this 
particular Red Cross service the great­ 
est satisfaction because they have 
dreaded German prison life for their 
loved ones perhaps more than death 
Itself. 
The American prisoners will be per­ 
mitted to write two letters and four 
post cards each month, and also to 
acknowledge the receipt of food pack­ 
ages, 
The Red Cross food * fmckago 
follow’s the army ration pretty closely, 
and frequently fresh white bread is 
Included from the Red Cross bakery 
in Berne.

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Sugar Cards To Be Issued. 
Housewives who desire to use for pre­ 
serving or canning purposes larger quan­ 
tities of sugar than now allowed each pur­ 
chaser of that commodity will have to 
have sugar cards. Beginning on Monday, 
according to an amendment made by the 
Federal Food Administrator for Pennsyl­ 
vania, grocers ‘‘may sell to any one fami 
ly, sugar for home preserving purposes 
only, in a quantity not to exceed twenty 
five pounds, upon the signing by the pur 
chaser and surrender to the seller of a 
certificate, the form for which will be 
furnished by the seller.'' This certificate 
will set forth the following facta: Amount 
of sugar required for canning and pre­ 
serving; amount in purchasers’ possession; 
amount used by purchaser for cannmg 
and preserving in 1917, and an agreement 
not to use sugar bought under the certifi­ 
cate in excess of requirements for canning 
and preserving, or for any ether purpose.

An Ordinance regulating the Water 


Supply, and Water Service in the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Adams County, 
Pennpylvania, prescribing Rates for the 
use thereof, and providing penalties for 
violation of the Ordinance. 


Be it enacted by the Burgess and Town 


Council of the Borough of New Oxford, 
Adams County, Pennsylvania, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the same, that the following 
Rules and Regulation?, Rates and Penal- 
ties, for the supply and use of Water to 
the Citizens of said Borough, be and are 
hereby adopted, and approved: 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not first have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in said permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, nor detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit until the 
same has been entered upon his or her 
permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 


terly in advance. Failure to pay the 
same within 30 days after it is due may 
be regarded by the Water Committee as 
notice of a desire to discontinue the use 
of the water and it may detach the branch 
or, at its option, compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons hold- 


ing a permit to keep their pipes, hydrants 
and faucets in pood repair, so that the 
water may not be wasted. 
No consumer 


will be allowed to supply water to others, 
except by permission of the Water Com- 
mittee. If found so doing, he or she will 
be liable to have the supply stopped and 
the rent already paid forfeited 


(i. In sprinkling yards or gardens 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than one inch 
will not be permitted, and spiinkling 
without a nozzle, or larger opening than 
one-fourth inch, is forbidden. 


7. Water from Fire Plugs shall be 


used only in case of Fire, and at no other 
time without special authority from the 
Water Committee, or by Fire Marshall 
for ttfting purposes. 


S. Any consumer wishing to discon- 


tinue the use of Water shall give notice 
theieof at least 10 days previous to the 
end of the quarter, otherwise water rent 
will be charged for the ensuing three 
months, 


9. Any fraudulent misreprebentations 


in regard to the use of water, or any wil- 
ful or negligent waste of the same, shall 
be deemed a cause for forleiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 


time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be held for damages. 


11. The Borough reserves the right to 


restrict the water supply generally or spe- 
cially, as in its judgment may be found 
necessary: 


12. The bo.t on the inside of the curb 


line and the ^top-cock on the service pipe 
in the box, shall be under the control of 
the Borough. 


13. No sprinkling of pavements, streets 


or lawn- shall be allowed between the 
lours of 8 A. M. and 4 P. M. 


14. No Tap for building purposes shall 


>e connected with the main pipe unless 
he party who secures a permit therefor 
shall agree to use the water in such build- 
ing when completed, subject to the regu- 
lations, and rates under this ordinance. 


15. Any person who shall without 


written permission, open communication 
with the water main or other service pipe, 
or turn the water on after it has been 
turned off by the Borough authorities, 
or in any wise impair the water supply, 
or injure the fire hydrants, or meddle 
with the water supply, service pipes, or 
fire plugs, 'ihall, upon conviction thereof, 
be sentenced to pay a fine not exceedinf 
$50.00, or undergo imprisonment in the 
Borough Lock-up for a period not ex- 
ceeding 30 days. 


16. The consumer shall be obliged to 


ay the pipe from the curb line to the 
niildings and keep the same in proper 
repair, at his own expense, but the Wa- 
er Committee frhall have full supervision 


er the same. 
17. A full year's rate will be charged 


or a permit for a pave wash, or for the 
prinkkng of itreete or lawns, but the 
onsumer shall have the right to make 


18. Any person or persons violating 


the provision* of UUH ordinance, or sec- 
tion thereof, so far as same relates to the 
Rules and Regulations, Kates and Service 
herein provided, fhall forfeit any water 
rents already paid to the Borough, and 
the Borough authorities shall have the 
right k> cut off the supply of water from 
such consumer, and the water service 
shall not be rebtored to the parties so of- 
fending except by special permit from 
Council. 


19. This ordinance bhsill go into effect 


on the 1st day of July, 1918, and permits 
shall be required fiom all persons from 
and after that date.

Indelible Ink From Fungus 


Found Growing in France in 


Decaying Vegetable Matter 


The utilization of a common variety 


of fungus for the manufacture of ink, 
now both costly and scarce, has been 
proposed In France, says the Path- 
finder. The ink-yielding fungus which 
Is often found growing in clusters 
where decaying vegetable matter er- 
ists in rich, damp soil is sometimes 
called the "inkstand" or the "ink bot- 
tle" because of the fact that when it 
decays a black liquid is produced. 
Its 


cap is elongated and bell-shaped, white 
at first and covered with a shining 
powder, later turning to gray with 
small brown scales on its top. 


A French scientific journal says that 


extensive experiment's in the produc- 
tion of indelible ink from this fungus 
were once carried on by French bot- 
anists. 
The fungi are simply placed 


In a bottle or other container. 


After standing for a day or two they 


change to a black pulpy mass, which, 
on being filtered through a 
folded 


cloth, yields a deep black or brownish 
ink, not unlike India ink. 
The addi- 


tion of a small quantity of gum arable 
and a little of the essence of cloves 
is .said to improve it and preserve its 
fluidity. 


The ink consists of a liquid in which 


nre suspended the minute spores of the* 
fungus. 
For this reason it can be 


readily identified by means of a mi- 
croscopic examination. As it is also 
indelible it is peculiarly valuable for 
use in writing of Nvills and other doc- 
emients which are sometimes subject 
to fraudulent alterations.

The world's area annually planted 


to corn normally averages about 175,- 
000,000 acres. Approximately 40,000,- 
000 acres are planted in the eastern 
hemisphere, where the principal corn- 
growing areas are southern Europe, 
Asia, the Mediterranean countries of 
Africa, and the Union of .South Af- 
rica. 
Among the countries of Europe, 


the greatest acreages are in Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, the Balkan states, and 
Russia. 
A much less extensive acre- 


age is grown in Spain and France. In 
Asia, 
British 
India, 
Turkey, 
and 


southern Asiatic Russia have the most 
extensive acreages; the crop is grown 
less extensively in the Philippines, 
China, and Japan. Practically all of 
the African acreage is in Egypt, the 
Union of South Africa, and Algeria. 
Australasia contributes comparatively 
little to the world's corn acreage. 


Of the 135,000,000 acres planted to 


corn in the western hemisphere, 103,- 
000,000, or three-fifths of the total 
world's acreage, is in the United 
States. 
Next to the United States, 


Mexico and Argentina have the great- 
est acreages. The crop is groNvn ex- 
tensively in the smaller countries of 
South America and of Central America, 
and less extensively in portions of 
Canada. 


Argentina is the leading corn-pro- 


ducing country of South America. Its 
annual yield approximately is 250.000,- 
000 bushels. 
More than half the Ar- 


gentina crop is exported, so that, con- 
sidering its production, it does not 


Illuminating Gas Is Being 


Used in England as Motive 


Power for the Motor Cars 


The war has at least served a useful 


purpose in teaching practical economy. 
Today we are facing a .serious gasoline 
shortage. 


In England, according to th» Science 


et la Vie, illuminating gas is now being 
used extensively as the motive PONNCI- 
for motorcars, omnibuses and motor- 
cycles. It is much cheaper than gas- 
oline, and its use consei-Nes the lim- 
ited supply of fuel lor the motors at 
the front. 


Another war industry has been given 


birth and already a large number of 
companies 
bjiN'e 
bee'n 
organized 
to 


manufacture tanks for supplying ve- 
hicles w i t h gas-. 


The system is very simple and may 


be applied to almost anj type of mo- 
tor Nehicle. All that is necessary is a 
balloon container for the gas, tubing 
to carry the gas to the motor and cer- 
tain adjustments in attaching the con- 
trols to the carburetoi and accelerator 
pedal. 


In England the balloon in a box rests 


on top of the car, where it is held in 
position by elastic hands, which stretch 
when the balloon is filled and shrink 
as it empties. 
It is made of India 


rubber tissue like that used in the or- 
dinary balloons of ascension. 


The tubing from gas bag to carbur- 


etor is fitted wiih a cock which has a 
triple function. 
It permits the bag 


to be charged or emptied or can be 
turned TO the neutral, which permits 
the gas to flow along to the cai-buretor. 
A second cock controls the fioNv to the 
carburetor. 
This is turned off when 


filling or discharging. 


Between this cock and the carbur- 


etor is the control mechanism attached 
to the accelerator. This mechanism is 
so arranged that gas or gasoline may 
be used as it happens to be convenient. 


The only difficulty at present in the 


way of a wholesale substitution of gas 
power for gasoline lies in the fact that 
the factories which manufacture bal- 
loons are under military control.

Mexico. 


In the United States corn is grown 


more widely than any other crop. It 
is grown to some extent in every state 
in the Union. 
The acreage in the 


United States usually exceeds the com- 
bined acreages of wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, buckwheat, and rice. Annual pro- 
duction ranges from 2,500,000,000 to 
3,000,000,000 bushels, or slightly ex- 
ceeding the combined yields of the ce- 
reals just mentioned. The value is far 
in excess of any other crop. With the 
possible exception of cotton, corn is 
the most important and irreplaceable 
crop in the agriculture of this country.

Preparing Homemade Cottage Cheese for the Market. 


If (I condpiisary Is wHhin ronsonnble 
dlKtanoe the croamoryman somothnos 
can’ soli his skim milk thore. 
Very 
few creamerie.s, however, are so situ­ 
ated, and the larirest opporlunKy for 
the crenmeryman to divert skim milk 
nnc] buttermilk into channels of hu­ 
man consumption is by the manufac­ 
ture of cotta ire cheese, says the United 
S^tates 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
This product is easy to make and util­ 
izes skim milk and good grades of 
buttermilk. 
Cottage cheese is one of the Impor­ 
tant meat substitutes. 
I t contains a 
larjrer percentage of protein (tliechl(‘f 
material for body building) than most 
meats and furnishes this material at 
ft lower cost. 
In every pound of cot­ 
tage cheese there is about one-fiflh of 
ft pound of protein, nearly all of which 
is digestible, 
Jleats, on the other 
haud, usually contain less protein and 
besides have a certain waste, sucli as 
bone and oilier !n?dible material. 
A 
pound of cottage cheese dally would 
supply all the protein required !>y the 
ordinary adult engaged in a sedentary 
occupation. 
The following table sliows that cot­ 
tage cheese is much cheaper than 
meats in furnishing protein for the 
diet. 
For supplying protein, 1 pound of 
cottage cheese equals: 
1.27 pounds sirloin steak. 
1.09 pounds round steak. 
1.37 pounds chuck rib beef. 
1.52 pounds fowl. 
1.40 pounds fresh ham. 
1.44 pounds smoked bam. 
l.fiS pounds loin pork chop. 
1.31 pounds bind leg of iamb. 
1.37 pounds breast of veal.

At 
normal prices and with an average 
yield it M’ould take the ✓"vator part of 
the potato crop of the country to off­ 
set all that is lost annually through 
fires on farms. 
This is a dead loss 
to the nation—for the fact that most 
individual losers are partially reim­ 
bursed by insurance does not in the 
least reduce the drain<on our national 
resources—and it Is a loss that is large­ 
ly preventable. 
The problem of fighting or prevent­ 
ing fire in the country districts Is a 
most serious one, for organized fire 
prevention w’ork such as has been de­ 
veloped to a science in many cities is 
practically imppssible in the country. 
Sonip fires on farms may be unavoid­ 
able. but a great many of them could 
be prevented by a comparatively small 
amount of lime intelligently applied 
by the Individual farmers In the study 
of conditions which are likely to cause 
fire, and by placing simple and inex­ 
pensive fire-fighting equipment in con­ 
venient places about the farm build­ 
ings, 
T^e farmer should study his build­ 
ings and their contents from the point 
of view of the fire inspector of the 
city, whoso sole business is to see all 
the things that can be done to im­ 
prove conditions so that fire cannot 
easily start, and to determine thcif 
best ways of fighting any fires that 
may start. 
He should remember that 
any preventive or protective measures 
which ho may take are for his own 
benefit, and that protection sufiicient 
to prevent a fire is cheap as com­ 
pared with the loss entailed by the 
average farm fire. Every building or 
set of buildings has certain points 
which are more susceptible to fires 
than others, but adi*quate protection 
must bo provided for tlie entire prom­ 
ises before the oNvner c!in be sure that 
some woiiknoss due to oversight or 
neglect will not neutralize the good ef­ 
fect of all the v.^ork previously done. 
^lost farmers carry fire insurance 
on their buildings and contents sufii­ 
cient partly to repay for any losses 
that nuiy occur; but this insurance is 
paid from premiums which are nothing 
nii)re than a tax collected from the 
policyholders for this purpose. 
The 
loss occasioned by a serious fire is 
such that very few people ctm afford 
to be without fire insurance, but at­ 
tention 
of 
the 
prevention 
of 
fire 
would result in reducing the number 
of fires, and, therefore, the rate of pre* 
miums necessary to cover the fire 
losses. Tills would be felt quickly in 
mut;ial companies which are owned 
and 
managed 
by 
tlie policyholders 
themsflves and in whicli the prejniums 
tire fixed by the actual losses. 


Indelible Ink From Fungus 
Found Growing in Franco In 
Decaying Vegetable Matter 


The utilization of a common variety 
^ of fungus for the manufacture of ink» 
now both cosfly and scarce, has been 
‘ proposed In Franco, says the Path­ 
finder. The ink-yielding fungus which 
: is often found gi'owing in clusters 
whore decaying vegetable m atter ex- 
j ists in rich, damp soil Is sometimes 
called the “inkstand” or the “Ink bot­ 
tle’* because of the fact that when It 
decays a black liquid is produced. 
Its 
cap is elongated and bell-shaped, while 
nt first and covered with a shining 
powder, later turning to gray with 
small brow'n scales on its top. 
A French scientific jofornal says that 
extensive experiments in the produc­ 
tion of indelible Ink from this fungus 
w^ore once carried on by French bot­ 
anists. 
The fungi are simply placed 
in a bottle or other container. 
After standing for a day or two they 
change to a black pulpy mass, w’hich, 
on being filtered through a folded 
cloth, yields a deep black or brow’nish 
ink, not unlike India ink. 
The addi­ 
tion of a small quantity of gum arable 
and a little of the essence of cloves 
IS said to improve it iftid preserve its 
fluidity. 
The ink consists of a liquid in wiiich 
are suspended the minute spores of ther 
fungus. 
For this reason it can be 
readily identified by means of a mi­ 
croscopic examination. 
As it Is also 
indelible it is peculiarly valuable for 
use in writing of wills and other doc- 
iimonts which are som etimes. subject 
to fraudulent alterations.

ingenuity in the preparation and serv­ 
ing of now^ combinations, try to have 
them look and taste well. 


Eat Nuts, Save Meat. 
Nuts are so wholesome, present such 
a variety and are so well liked that 
they should be used more often as a 
food rather than a delicacy. 


Sweet Potato and P eanut Croquettes. 
Mix a cupful of mashed sw’oet pota­ 
to with a cupful of finely chopped pea­ 
nuts, a half a teaspoonful of salt and 
a dash of pei»per, shape int-o cro­ 
quettes, roll in fine bread crumbs, and 
bake in a hot oven until brow*n. If the 
crumbs are well buttered before using 
the croquettes will brow*n quickly. 
Serve with a white sauce seasoned 
with two tablespoonfuls of chili sauce. 


Scalloped Onions and Peanuts. 
Cook six onions in boiling salted wa­ 
ter until tender. 
Chop tw’o-thirds of 
a cupful of freshly roasted peanuts. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of fat and add 
tw'o tablespoonfuls of barley flour; 
when smooth add a cupful of ri^h 
milk, a teasi;,oonful of salt, a few' 
dashes of paprika. 
P ut a layer of 
onion, a layer of peanuts, then white 
sauce in a baking dish, cover with but­ 
tered crumbs and bakd. 


Stuffed Dates W ith Nuts and Cheese. 
Steam w'ell-washed dates until soft, 
remove the pits and fill with cottage 
cheese mixed with a few" finely chopped 
hickory nut meats. 


Apples in Maple Sirup W ith Nuts. 
Cut eight apples in halves and re­ 
move the cores with a spoon, put into 
a baking pan with a cupful of maple 
sirup and IV2 cupfuls water and tw'o 
tablespoonfuls of butter, sprinkle with 
tw’o tablespoonfuls of chopped nuts 
and bake until the sirup is th ick ; serve 
with wiilpped cream. 


Apples W ith Nut Stuffing, 
Scoop out apples and fill the shell 
with Knglish w'alnuts and apple pulp 
mixed with mayonnaise; place in a 
circle on a large serving dish and heap 
wiiipped cream in the center. 


Honey Custard. 
Beat tw’O eggs, add half a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, one-tliird of a cupful of 
honey and beat again; add two cup­ 
fuls of hillk and mix thoroughly. Turn 
into four earthen cups. Set Into a dish 
of water iind bake until firm in the 
center. 
Sprinkle with chopped nuts 
just before putting into the oven. 


The world's area annually planted 
to corn normally averages about 17f>,- 
OOO.OlX) acres.

Of the 135,000,000 acres planted to 
corn In the w’ostern hemisphere, 105,-

acreage,

States. 
Next to the United States, 
Mexico and Argentina have the great­ 
est acreages. 
The crop is grow'n ex­ 
tensively in the smaller countries of 
South America and of Central America, 
and less extensively in portions of 
Canada.

Argentina is the loading corn-pro- 
ducing country of South America. Its 
annual yield approximately is 2,50.000,- 
000 bushels.

Illuminating Gas is Being * 
Used in England as Motive 
Power for the Motor Cars 


The w ar has at least served a useful 
purpose in teaching practical economy. 
Today w’e iire facing a serious gasoline 
shortage. 
In England, according to th# Science 
et la Vie, illuminating gas is now being 
used extensively as the motive powder 
for motorcars, omnibuses and motor­ 
cycles. 
It Is much cheaper than gas­ 
oline, and its use conserves the lim­ 
ited supply of fuel for the motors at 
the front. 
Another w’ar Industry has been given 
birth and already a large number of 
companies ha\’e been organized 
to 
manufacture tanks for supplying ve­ 
hicles with gas. 
The system is very simple and may 
be applied to almost any type of mo­ 
tor vehicle. All that is necessary is a 
balloon container for the gas, tubing 
to carry the gas to the motor and cer­ 
tain adjustments in attaching the con­ 
trols to the carburetot and accelerator 
pedal. 
In England the balloon in a box rests 
on top of the car, wiiere it is held in 
position by elastic bands, which stretch 
when the balloon is filled and shrink 
as it empties. 
It is made of India 
rubber tissue like that used in the or­ 
dinary balloons of ascension. 
The tubing from gas bag to carbur­ 
etor is fitted with a cock which has a 
triple function. 
It permits the bag 
to be charged or emijtiod or can be 
turned to the neutral, wiilch permits 
the gas to fiow^ along to the carburetor. 
A second cock controls the fiow to the 
carburetor. 
This Js turned olf when 
filling or discharging. 
Betw^een this cock and the carbur­ 
etor is the control mechanism attached 
to the accelerator. This mechanism is 
so arranged that gas or gasoline may 
be used as it happens to be convenient. 
The only difiiculty at present in the 
way of a wholesale substitution of gas 
power for gasoline lies in the fact that 
the factories wiilch manufacture bal­ 
loons are.under military control. 


rank high as a corn-consuming nation. 
The smaller countries of Sonth Amer­ 
ica consume about all the corn they 
produce, for it holds an important 
place in the dietary of the native pop­ 
ulation, especially in Peru, Bolivii\ and 
Ecuador, 
In Mexico, corn, in one form or an­ 
other, is the staple article of diet of 
most of the population. 
So ^reat is 
the demand, that although in normal 
times Mexico ranks second to tlio 
United States In acreage Änd total 
yield, its production is insutHcient for 
home consumption, and several million 
bushels are Imported annually from 
the United States. 
In a largo part of 
Mexico corn is the most important ag­ 
ricultural crop and in some sections 
tw’o crops a year are grow*n. 
Many 
distinct types having characters that 
adapt them apparently to certain pe­ 
culiar environments have developed in 
Mexico. 
In the United States corn is grown 
more widely than any other crop. It 
is growui to some extent in every state 
in tlie Union. 
The acreage in the 
United States usually exceeds the com* 
bined acreages of wiieat, oats, barley» 
rye, buckwiioat, and rice. Annual pro­ 
duction ranges from 2,500.000.000 to 
3,000,000,000 bushels, or slightly ex­ 
ceeding the combined yields of the ce­ 
reals just mentioned. The value is far 
in excess of any other crop. With the 
possible exception of cotton, corn is 
the most important and irreplaceable 
crop in the agriculture of this country.

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Train Kills Boy 


And Four Horses. 


As the result of injuries received when 


the four-horpe t^ani he WHS driving was 
struck by tlie Baltimore milk train on the 
P. RR. at the grade croseing near New 
Freedom, Roy LaMotte, 17 year old eon 
of Mr. and Mrs. U. J. LaMotte, Shrews- 
bury township, died about two hours 
later in the Mercy hospital, Baltimore. 
Young LaMotte and his older brother, 
Uharlee, were on theit way to the field to 
do eome plowing when the accident oc 
cur red. Roy was riding the saddle horse 
while bis brother walked behind the 
wagon in order to pull the brake on the 
down grade towards the railroad tracks. 
The morning milk train ie made up in 
York and makes stops at all the impor 
tant stations between York and Balti- 
more. The two LaMotte boys had gone 
to the farm of C. W. Orwig, about a half 
mile from their home, early Friday morn- 
ing and left this place with a pair of hors- 
ee, two mules, a lar#e farm wagon and 
the necessary implements for plowing. 
At the point where the roadway approach- 
es the railroad tracks there is a decided 
curve and embankment along the rail- 
road. The train, it is said, was somewhat 
late, and was traveling at the rate of 
about 45 or 50 miles an hour. The loco- 
motive struck the saddle horse, on which 
young LaMotte was riding, as it stepped 
upon the track and with the side horse 
it was ground beneath the wheels. Both 
were instantly killed. The two front 
rtiules were detached from the team, but 
were so badly injured that it was neces- 
to kill them. 
LaMotte was thrown to 


the side of the tracks and sustained 
internal injuries and severe cuts and 
bruises about the head and body. His 
brother Charles, 21 yearr old, walking at 
the rear of the wagon, fainte 1 and was 
found unconscious in the roadway

No mention is made as to bow or what 
part of the battle front the York county 
soldier sustained bis wounds. The wound- 
ed sergeant has served in the United 
States army 17 years and is a veteran of 
the Spanish American war.

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Train Kills Boy 
And Four Hor»et. 
As the remiltot iiijunefi received when 
the four-horpe t»»ani he wne driving was 
struck by the Baltimore milk train on the 
r, RR* at the iz:rade crowing near Now 
Freedom, Roy LaMotle, 17 year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. U, J. LaMotte, Shrews­ 
bury township, died about two hours 
later in the Mercy hoi^pital, BaltimorCi 
Young LaMotte and hia older brother, 
Charles, were on their way to tho field to 
do some plowing when the accident oc 
curred. Roy was rid in j? the saddle horeo 
while his brother walked behind the 
W’agon in order to pull the brake on tho 
down grade towards the railroad tracks* 
The morning milk train is made up in 
York and makes stops at all the impor 
tant stations between York and Balti* 
more. The two LaMotte boys had gone 
to the farm of C. VV, Orwig, about a half 
raile from their home, early Friday morn­ 
ing and left this place with a pair of hors* 
es, two mules, a large farm wagon and 
the necessary implements for plowing. 
At the point where the roadway approach­ 
es the railroad tracks there is a decided 
curve and embankment along the rail­ 
road. The train, it is said, was somewhat 
late, and was traveling at the rate of 
about 45 or 60 miles an hour. The loco­ 
motive struck the saddle horse, on which 
young LaMotte was riding, as it stepped 
upon the track and with the side horse, 
it was ground beneath the wheels. Both 
were instantly killed. The two front 
niulea were detached from the team, but 
were so badly injured that it was neces- 
to kill them. LaMotte was thrown to 
the side of the tracks and sustained 
internal injuries and severe cuts and 
bruises about tho head and body. His 
brother Charles, 21 years old, walking at 
the rear of the wagon, fainte 1 and was 
iound unconscious in the roadway

A recent magazine prints a reproduc­ 
tion of a German map taken with the 
effects of Von Papen, the German spy 
It shows the north-eastern part of the 
United States and has marked with a 
cross each of the towns and cities which 
were largely settled by Germane, with 
the idea that they would be fertile ground 
for propaganda by the Huns. The only 
town oo marked in Southern Pennsylva 
nia is Chambersburg. Commenting on 
this the Chambersburg “Repository” 
says: “True this town had many German 
settlers but our sentiment here is shown 
best by our works, Liberty Loan, soldiers, 
Red Cross, and Y, M. C. A, contributions 
and other loyal acta.

Sergeant Daniel R,. Smith, son of Frank 
Smith, a native of Germany, residing in 
the South Mountains, about 3 miles from 
Dillsburg, has been severely wounded 
while fighting with the American troops 
in France. The wounded sergeant’s name 
appears in the casualty iiet issued on Fri 
day by tho war department and his fath­ 
er was officially notified of his son’s con 
dition In a telegram from Washington. 
No mention is made as to how or what 
part of the battle front the York county 
soldier sustained his wounds. The wound­ 
ed sergeant has served in the United 
States army 17 years and is a veteran o 
the Spanish American war. 


Lightning on Friday evening about 6 
o’clock destroyed the barn on the farm 
of Mrs. Jesse Baylor, of York, located 
in Codorus township, a half mile west of 
Jefferson.
